ABRAHAM  LINCOLN. 

Born  February  12,  1809. 

Died  April  14,  1865. 

“  Until  he  became  President,  the  sobriquet  ‘ Honest  Abe'  probably  expressed  him 
to  the  majority  of  people;  but  he  was  far  more  than  that,  good  as  it  was.  Strong, 
wise,  dignified,  kindly,  a  simple  and  humble  Christian  man,  he  united  in  himself  all 
the  real  elements  of  greatness.  A  trained  and  acute  lawyer  and  advocate,  he  was 
eloquent  without  rant,  while  his  shrewdness  and  keen  sense  of  humor  enabled  him  to 
parry  awkward  questions  while  making  his  meaning  clear,  without  committing  him¬ 
self  or  his  Government,  by  means  of  the  queer  yarns  for  which  he  was  famous.  But 
the  keynote  of  his  character  was  his  simple  faith  and  trust  in  God,  which  was  an 
integral  part  of  his  life.  He  was  elected  to  maintain  the  Union,  not  to  abolish 
slavery,  and  constantly  reminded  Abolitionists  of  this;  but  he  felt  the  curse  of  slavery 
on  the  country  as  keenly  as  any  one,  and  the  series  of  disasters  to  the  Union  arms  in 
the  East  so  wrought  on  him  that  he  is  said  to  have  exclaimed  in  the  anguish  of  his 
heart,  lIf  there  is  any  one  out  of  Hell  more  miserable  than  I  am,  I  pity  him.'  He 
looked  on  these  defeats  as  an  evidence  of  God's  wrath  on  the  country,  and  after  the 
battle  of  Manassas  vowed  to  Heaven  that  if  God  vouchsafed  a  victory  to  the  Union 
arms,  he  would  proclaim  the  Emancipation  of  the  slaves,  well  knowing  the  political 
rashness  of  his  act.  A  few  days  afterwards  came  the  strategical  victory  of  the 
Antietam,  and  the  Proclamatio?i  was  issued." — uThe  American  Civil  War,"  John

Any 
nomination  for  membership  in  any  class  heretofore  filled  by  an  Original  Com¬ 
panion  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  as  a  nomination  under  this  Section.”

XI.  Every  application  for  membership  must  be  made  in 
writing  and  on  file  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Order  not  less  than 
thirty  days  before  action  by  the  Commandery  at  a  stated  meeting. 
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XII.  Companions  are  reminded  that  the  wearing  of  the  Insig¬ 
nia  or  the  Rosette  by  persons  not  members  of  the  Order  is,  under 
the  laws  of  the  States  of  Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  Michigan, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Iowa,  Ohio,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Colorado, 
Wisconsin,  Maryland,  Illinois,  California,  Nebraska,  Rhode  Island,' 
Utah  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  aid  in  correcting  any 
abuse  of  their  badge  of  honor. 

XIII.  Laws  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  Act  of  25th  June,  1895  (P.  L.  289): 

Section  i.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  wear  the  insignia  or  rosette  of 
the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States,  ****** 
or  use  the  same  to  obtain  aid  or  assistance  within  this  State,  unless  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  use  or  wear  the  same  under  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  of  such  organizations,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense,  and’  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  any  magistrate,  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman, 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  and  costs;  and  in  default  of  pay¬ 
ment  thereof  committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days.” 

Prosecutions  for  this  offense  may  be  made  by  information 
before  a  magistrate  as  in  any  other  criminal  case.
